AN ACT abolishing the May term of the superior 

court in the county of Coos. 

Be it enacted, &c. That so much of the 
third section of an act entitled “an act es- 
tablishing the supreme judicial court and 
circuit court ef common pleas.” passed June 
24, 1813, and also so much of the act entitled 
‘‘an act to alter the May term of the superi- 
or court of Judicature in the county of Graf- 
ton and Coos,” passed June 23, 1818, as re- 
lates to holding the superior court at Lan- 
caster in said county of Coos, on the third 
and fourth Tuesdays of May annually, be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
all writs, yvenires, recognizances, appea 
actions, indictments, warrants and processes 
of every kid, which are or may be made 
returnable to said court at said Lancaster 
on the third Tuesday of May, A. D. one 
thousand eight huodred and twenty-five, 
sbali be returned to and sustained by said 

court at said Lancaster on the first Tuesday 
of November then next.
